Ae ae THE BILLBOARD 


Competition between.the billboard 
and the scenery is gradually disap- 
pearing but not through any process 
A few years ago 
she billboard seemed ‘to be in a’ fair 
way to eliminate the scenery but with 
the aid of various civic societies and 
state legislatures the latter has man- 
aged to survive and may yet regain 
its full measure of. individuality. 

In the contest public sentiment has 
been with the scenery. The billboard 
has used every form of blandishment 
in its effort to persuade the scenery 
to retire from the field but without 
avail. It has set itself up as even 
more beautiful than the scenery and 
has demanded public patronage on the 
ground that it is a public necessity. 

The billboard lost a large amdunt 
of its prestige when a number of its 
leading’ patrons and followers public- 
ly admitted that it had no business 
to compete with the scenery and that 
the support which they had hitherto 
‘reely. given—at an annual expense 
of many thousands of dollars—would 
be. withdrawn. 

The billboard undoubtedly ae a 
place in the economic development of 
the country. It has served and will 
vontinue to ‘serve a useful purpose. 
But the general public is. firm in its 
conviction -that it is not a suitable 
nor a desirable competitor with the 
scenery and is gently leading it by 
the hand away from the main high- 
ways of the country. 

The Kansas authorities are the lat- 
est to take peremptory stens in this 
direction. In accordance with an act 
of the. Kansas legislaure, which says 
that no signs of any kind shall be 
permitted along the highways except 
officially authorized standard road 
markers, orders have been ‘igsued that 
all billboards in conflict with: the law 
must come down. 

One by one the states are taking 
action for the abolition of the bill- 
board wherever it appeafs in- compe- 
tition with the scenery, and the time 
may be but a few years hence when 
motoring tourists willbe able to enjoy 
the. scenic beayties of the vistas that 
lie ahead of them without the neces- 
siy of mentally registering the entire 
contents of a modern department | 
store in the pictorial display. which 
constantly flashes across their. vision.

SCHOOL BANKS SAVE $947,649 


’ Proof of what the children’ of a 
community can accomplish in_ thrift 
under proper guidance is shown in a 
booklet entitled “The Los Angeles 
Plan of School Savings,” published 


by the Los Angeles Banks: School } 


Savings Association. 

The Los Angeles plan has shown 
an enviable result and one in excess 
of many others throughout the Un- 
ited States. 

The plan has received hearty sup- 
port from Mrs. Dorsey anid the board 
of education, as well as teachers in 
all of the schools. “ 

The school: savings association be- 
gan to function five years ago last 
July, with the plan placed in thirty- 
six achools.: Within sixty days after 
its introduction in the first school, 
17,000 school safes: were in the hands 
of children, with 5000 school deposit- 
ors having $12,000 on deposit. By 
November, 1923, deposits were $323,- 
184.40. i 
' In five years, Los Angeles school 
children have been able to save al- 
most $1,000,000. There were ‘46,653 
active school; savings bank accounts

It teaches thrift in time, in mater- 
ials at school and at» home, conser- 
vation of human, animal and plant 
life, of natural resources and the 
correlation of thrift with arithmetic, 
English, geography, history and home 
economics. 

As part of the course, books and 
lessons on budgeting have been pre- 
pared, and also thrift definitions, 
creeds, stories and rhymes and: thrift 
referénce books. 

At the close.of the school year in 
June, 1927, the Los Angeles school 
district _ comprised - 275 elementary 
schools, 19 junior and 30 senior high 
schools.
